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FORTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OK  THE  ASSOCIATION  FOR  TUE 

RELIEF  OF  RESPECTABLE  AGED  INDIGENT  FEMALES. 


Twelve  mouths  have  taken  their  rapid  flight,  and  are  numbered 
"  with  the  years  beyond  the  flood,"'  since  the  last  Annual  Report  of 
this  Association  was  presented  to  its  benefactors.  During  that  period 
the  dreaded  pestilence,  ';  that  walketh  in  darkness,??  has  visited  every 
part  of  our  land,  sundering  the  dearest  ties,  and  causing  many  hearts 
to  mourn  for  those  that  ••  are  not.'7  Yet  within  the  walls  of  this 
Asylum,  in  a  family  of  nearly  ninety  aged  persons,  feeble  and  infirm 
as  many  are,  where  any  prevalent  disease  might  naturally  be  expected 
to  make  its  ready  inroad,  not  one  instance  of  the  cholera  has  occurred. 

We  would  not  be  understood  to  attribute  this  remarkable  preserva- 
tion to  any  hmnair*  foresight  or  skill  in  the  management  of  our  house- 
hold, although  a  wise  supervision  of  diet,  and  other  prudential 
measures  with  regard  to  the  health  of  the  family  have  been  faithfully 
observed,  but  to  the  sovereign  mercy  alone  of  that  good  and  gracious 
God,  who  has  ever  blessed  the  endeavors  of  this  Association  to  provide 
for  and  cherish  his  aged  poor,  would  we  render  all  the  praise. 

Though  spared  from  a  visitation  of  cholera  within  the  Asylum,  there 
has  been  through  the  past  summer  rather  more  than  a  usual  amount 
of  sickness;  and,  in  the  course  of  about  three  months,  six  of  the  in- 
mates were  removed  by  death.  Four  of  these  had  been  a  long  time, 
for  many  months,  hovering  on  the  brink  of  the  grave,  and  death  may 
be  attributed  in  their  cases  rather  to  a  wearing  out  of  Nature,  than  to 
any  particular  disease.  The  whole  number  of  deaths  for  the  past  year 
is  11,  exceeding  that  of  the  previous  year  ('53)  by  5.    The  year  ?52 
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had  !),  '51  had  (J,  '50  had  7,  and  in  the  year  '49,  in  which  the  cholera 
prevailed,  there  were  11.  There  was  more  sickness  in  the  summer  of 
that  year,  as  also,  in  the  last  past  than  has  been  usual,  but  with  the 
exception  of  one  case,  that  of  a  domestic,  there  was  no  cholera.  She 
poor  girl,  with  a  very  brief  notice,  passed  into  eternity.  These  statis- 
tics, we  doubt  not,  will  interest  a  portion  of  the  friends  of  this  charity. 
They  show  the  ratio  of  mortality  in  the  Asylum  for  six  years  past : 
the  advantages  for  health  and  comfort,  as  far  as  the  Institution  is  con- 
cerned, being  the  same  one  year  with  another  during  that  time, 
and  the  size  of  the  family  not  varying  for  many  years,  except  from 
the  absence  of  an  inmate  visiting  some  friends  in  the  country,  or  a 
room  vacated  by  death  remaining  empty  for  a  short  space  until  it 
can  be  prepared  for  its  next  occupant.  Taking  into  account  the  years 
and  the  infirmity,  more  or  less,  of  every  individual  that  makes  up  the 
family  of  eighty-seven  aged  persons,  is  it  not  matter  of  pleasing  sur- 
prise that  there  should  be  so  few,  rather  than  so  many,  deaths.  It  also 
bears  favorable  testimony  to  the  kind  and  unremitting  care  of  the 
matron,  having  regard  for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  every  one  under 
her  care.  It  affords  evidence,  likewise,  of  a  generous  and  judicious 
supply  of  nutritious  palatable  food,  in  seasonable  variety,  contribut- 
ing much  to  the  enjoyment  of  old  age,  and  more  needful,  perhaps, 
than  in  youth,  to  recruit  the  energies  of  decaying  nature.  A  reference 
to  the  Purchasing  Committee's  account  will  show  full  attention  to  this 
particular. 

Concerning  those  who  have  departed  from  us  in  the  course  of  the 
last  year,  we  may,  with  very  few  exceptions,  feel  assured  that  they 
have  gone  to  the  "  better  land  ;"  and  of  those  very  few,  some  two  or 
three,  there  was  still  room  to  hope  they  would  find  acceptance  through 
the  all-sufficient  merit  of  the  great  Redeemer. 

One  that  died  during  the  warm  weather,  August  19th,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-six,  a  decided  and  humble  follower  of  the  Lamb,  belonging  to 
that  excellent  portion  of  Christ's  church,  the  Moravians.  She  still 
enjoyed  the  ministrations  of  her  faithful  pastor  within  the  Asylum, 
when  she  was  too  infirm  to  attend  his  church  without,  which  was  the 
case  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  two  or  three  last  years  of  her 
life,  in  consequence  of  paralysis.    As  death  drew  nigh,  she  rejoiced 


in  the  prospect — she  longed  to  go  and  be  with  her  Saviour.  Her 
beloved  pastor  was  at  that  time  absent  from  the  city,  but  her  positive 
request  was  left  for  the  clergyman  who  should  preside  at  her  funeral, 
that  no  eulogium  should  be  pronounced  upon  her,  but  that  this  hymn, 
u  Amazing  grace,  how  sweet  the  sound,''  &c,  which  she  repeated  with 
uplifted  hands,  should  be  sung,  as  best  suited  to  her  case.  She  had 
been  in  the  Asylum  six  years.  From  the  number  of  those  whose  dying 
beds  bore  testimony  to  the  worth  and  preciousness  of  that  hope,  which 
alone  can  sustain  the  sinking  soul  in  the  near  prospect  of  entering  the 
unseen  world,  we  select  one  more,  her  name  Adams,  her  age  sixty- 
eight.  She,  too,  had  been  an  inmate  six  years.  Afflicted  with  an  in- 
ternal disease  that  admitted  of  no  hope  of  cure,  she  had  been  a  sufferer 
from  the  time  she  entered  the  Asylum.  For  the  last  year  or  eighteen 
months  she  was  unable  any  longer  to  sit  up.  As  her  malady  advanced, 
consuming  and  lacerating  the  parts  on  which  it  preyed,  her  pains 
became  perpetual,  without  one  moment's  intermission:  and  towards 
the  close  of  life,  as  they-  relate  who  with  unremitting  kindness 
attended  her  bedside,  she  was  for  portions  of  the  time  in  agony 
indescribable.  As  the  whole  period  of  her  time  within  the  Asylum, 
until  the  breath  had  departed  and  the  poor  sufferer  was  released,  had 
been  one  of  entire  uncomplaining  submission,  so  her  end  was  peace, 
sweet  peace.— rest^in  Jesus's  love.  Her  evidence  of  intelligent  Chris- 
tian faith,  as  expressed  by  a  highly  respectable  clergyman,  was  extra- 
ordinary. He  had  been  conversing  with  her,  and  went  away  both 
gratified  and  edified.  She  had  been  sorely  tried  by  a  fear  of  the  dying 
struggle;  but  a  few  months  before  her  death,  she  told  her  companions 
that  her  merciful  Saviour  had  taken  every  fear  away.  Some  of  our 
visitors  probably  remember  Mrs.  Williams,  as  a  bright,  active,  intelli- 
gent Englishwoman,  occupying  a  large  and  very  pleasant  front  room 
in  the  second  story.  She  it  was  that  was  spoken  of  as  having  died  in 
her  ninety-sixth  year.  That  pleasant  room  she  continued  to  inhabit 
from  the  day  of  her  entrance  in  18-10,  until  the  day  of  her  death, 
August,  '54.  In  the  meantime  she  had  outlived  four  successive  room- 
mates, each  very  considerably  her  junior.  But  the  last,  her  fifth 
companion,  has  outlived  her.    She  is  above  seventy-six  years. 

While  attention  has  been  somewhat  directed  to  advanced  age,  we 


will  introduce  our  friend*  to  tbe  infirmary,  where  they  will  perceive 
near  the  entrance.  Mrs.  S.,  an  old  lady  of  cheerful  countenance,  con- 
tented and  happy  disposition,  always  looking  on  the  bright  side  and 
making  the  best  of  every  thing.  She  is  aged  eighty-four.  Advance 
a  little  further,  there  is  Mrs.  G.,  of  gentle  mein  and  manners,  and 
lovely  in  her  Christian  character  ;  she,  too.  has  passed  her  eighty- 
fourth  year.  Turn  to  the  corner,  on  the  left  as  you  enter,  and  there 
probably,  you  will  find  Mrs.  B.  lying  upon  her  bed,  or  sitting  close 
beside  it.  She  has  gone  far  down  into  what  is  termed  second  child- 
hood, interesting  for  its  very  simplicity.  Kindly  inquire  how  she 
is,  she  weeps  and  answers,  "  No  batter.''  She  thinks  she  cannot  sleep, 
but  we  think  she  drowses  away  the  larger  portion  of  the  time.  She 
has  always  been  a  worthy  inmate,  quiet,  inoffensive,  contented,  and 
industrious,  until  by  the  infirmity  of  age,  together  with  a  stroke  of 
paralysis  some  years  ago,  she  has  become  a  perfect  child.  Her  age 
is  ninety-two.  She,  and  the  last-mentioned,  were  contemporary  with 
Mrs.  Williams,  entered  about  the  same  time,  and  consequently  have 
been  in  the  Asylum  fourteen  years.  We  turn  to  the  opposite  corner 
on  the  right,  there,  on  that  bed  and  in  the  same  position  which  year 
after  year  has  found  her,  lies  Mrs.  Matthews,  aged  ninety-two,  one 
of  God's  dear  children,  a  saint  on  earth,  kept  here  beyond  all  human 
calculation,  in  the  infinite  wisdom  and  mercy  of  God,  for  good  doubt- 
less— good,  it  maybe,  for  the  Institution  that  fosters  her,  for  Which  her 
prayers  are  going  up  night  and  day,  for  its  patrons,  its  managers,  and 
its  beneficiaries.  None  are  forgotten.  She  may,  indeed,  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  poet,  be  said  to  "Hold  converse  with  the  skies."  There, 
with  fac°  upturned,  seeing  nothing,  though  she  appears  to  be  gazing 
into  the  very  heavens, — hearing  nothing,  (being  both  blind  and  deaf,) 
and  thus  unconscious  of  all  without,  her  lips  moving  oftentimes 
audibly,  she  holds  communion  with  her  God  and  Saviour,  and  with 
her  own  soul.  Her  presence  and  the  sweet  savor  of  her  piety  must 
surely  have,  and  indeed  it  seems  to  have,  a  benign  influence  on  those 
around.  What  was  said  in  the  last  Annual  Report  as  matter  of  admir- 
ing wonder,  we  repeat  here,  in  the  same  sense.  "She  still  survives.'' 
Pass  into  the  front  portion  of  the  infirmary,  there  you  find  three  old 
ladies,  far  advanced  in  life,  sitting  near  each  other  with  countenances 
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placid  and  serene,  looking  as  if  they  were  enjoying  the  tranquility 
and  repose  of  a  summer  evening,  after  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day. 
Converse  a  little  with  them.  They  will  give  you  reminiscences  of 
olden  time.  Mrs,  W.,  aged  ninety-four,  will  tell  you  that  she  was 
born  where  Forsythe  street  now  is.  It  was  "  all  farms  there  then.'? 
She  continued  to  live  there  when  the  Methodist  Church  was  built,  and 
was  one  of  its  first  members.  To  use  her  own  words,  "I  lived  in  the 
city  through  all  the  wars,  and  never  left  it.*'  Surely  she  is  entitled  to 
all  the  benefits  of  genuine  citizenship.  She  is  a  dear  old  lady,  and 
has  succored  many  in  her  day.  She  has  said  to  the  orphans,  practiea'ly, 

"  Cotne  live  with  me, 
I "II  clothe  ye,  feed  ye,  give  ye  rest, 
And  Will  a  second  mother  be." 

Tier  companion,  Mrs.  D.,  is  one  of  the  excellent  of  the  earth,  a 
gentlewoman  by  birth  and  education.  The  third,  Mrs.  C.  is  of  uncer- 
tain age,  but  judging  by  the/'  foot-prints  of  time,"  she  cannot  be  far 
behind  her  companions.  All  these  set  a  high  value  on  their  home, 
and  are  thankful  for  it.  They  are  kept  in  the  neatest  order  by  their 
faithful  nurse,  Mary. 

The  very  high  price  of  food  and  fuel,  and  of  every  thing,  indeed,  that 
was  necessary  to  provide  for  the  comfort  and  sustenance  of  the  house- 
hold, numbering  ninety-three  psrsons,  has  borne  very  heavily  on  the 
treasury  of  the  Society,  until  its  funds  being  exhausted,  it  became 
necessary  to  encroach  on  a  portion  of  the  capital  that  had  not  ytt 
been  permanently  invested,  but  still  was  bearing  interest.  Such  a 
measure  is  always  resorted  to  with  reluctance,  and  only  when  there  is 
no  alternative.  In  this  necessity,  by  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly 
Father,  which  we  desire  thankfully  to  acknowledge,  a  timely  supply 
in  the  form  of  legacies  came  to  our  relief.*  It  has  been  the  steady 
purpose  of  this  Society,  and  only  when  necessity  has  compelled  has  . 
it  been  in  a  few  instances  deviated  from,  to  invest  legacies,  forming  a 
permanent  fund,  which  i«.  in  part,  a  dependance  for  the  large  outlay 
necessary  to  carry  forward  this  enterprise  even  in  its  present  limits.

The  income  thus  procured,  furnishes  about  one-third  towards  the 
current  expenses  of  the  establishment.  How  much  more  will  it  be 
Decessary  to  have  a  dependance  of  this  sort,  in  larger  proportion  to 
increased  expenses,  when  we  come  to  occupy  a  larger  building,  and 
provide  for  a  much  more  extended  family,  as  it  is  contemplated  to  do.* 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  preceding  statements  that  we  are  depending 
on  annual  subscriptions  and  donations,  for  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
support  of  this  Institution,  at  its  present  rate  of  expenses.  We  hope 
th'13  consideration,  maturely  weighed,  will  prevent  any  of  those 
friends  who  have  beea  accustomed  to  aid  this  cause,  from  withdraw- 
ing their  contributions.  Should  the  idea  prevail,  (and  such  things 
have  been  suggested.)  that  because  of  noble  legacies  wdiich  have  been 
received,  there  could  be  no  further  need  of  annual  contributions,  it 
would  have  a  most  p.iraiyzing  effect  on  the  efforts  of  this  Association, 
and  fall  heavily  in  scantiness  of  every  needful  comfort  on  many  of 
God's  dear  children  amongst  the  aged  poor.  Rather  let  it  be  that 
each  present  subscriber  should  not  only  continue  themselves,  but 
obtain  another  for  this  cause. 

What  has  been  said  above,  will  apply  with  peculiar  force  to  our 
out-door  pensioners— whenever  the  time  comes  for  abridgment,  then- 
it  must  commence.  The  number  of  these  pensioners  without  the 
the  house,  for  the  last  year;  have  averaged  eighty.  They  have  usually 
rated  the  same  as  those  within  the  Apjlum.  We  should  regret  very 
much  to  relinquish  them,  and  would  not,  unless  it  should  become 
quite  necessary.  We  consider  the  aid  afforded  to  them,  and  the 
gratification  and  thankfulness  evinced  on  receiving  their  monthly 
portion, — the  good  feeling  thus  called  forth,  both  on  the  part  of  the 
bestower  and  the  receiver,  as  one  of  the  beautiful  features  of  this 
charity.  Through  the  cold  weather,  for  six  or  seven  months,  two 
dollars  is  their  monthly  portion  ;  in  the  more  moderate  seasons  of 
Fall  and  Spring,  it  tapers  down  to  one  ;  and,  except  in  cases  of  sick- 
ness, they  receive  nothing  in  the  Summer    They  are  a  very  worthy

irk»  soon  as  thesa  obstacles  are  sufficiently  removed,  the  work  will  be  commenced. 
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and  interesting  class  of  pensioners  :  usually  have  some  small  depend- 
ence from  some  other  source — many  of  them  from  the  churches  of 
which  they  are  members;  and  some  have  their  home  with  a  relative, 
and  so.  with  the  aid  of  this  Society,  they  get  along  from  year  to  year, 
but  with  many  privations. 

Our  aged  family  within  the  Asylum  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of 
Dr.  Cooper's  professional  skill,  as  heretofore.  For  eight  successive 
years  he  has  kiudly  ministered  to  our  sick.  When  he  was  obliged,  on 
account  of  ill  health,  to  give  up  his  charge  for  a  season,  and  seek 
restoration  by  a  change  of  air.  Dr.  Stillman  very  attentively  and 
satisfactorily  served  in  his  stead  during  the  three  months  of  his 
absence.  To  both  these  gentlemen,  who  have  freely  contributed  their 
services,  the  managers  feel  much  indebted,  and  to  them  they  tender 
their  most  sincere  thanks. 

Religious  services,  on  the  Sabbath,  have  been  regularly  maintained 
during  the  year.  An  early  morning  service  has  been  supplied  from 
the  Episcopal  Theological  Seminary,  and  Evangelical  clergymen  of 
different  denominations  have  occupied  the  pulpit  in  the  afternoon, 
with  very  few  omissions  during  the  hot  weather.  A  weekly  after- 
noon service  has  also  been  continued.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bigler,  of  the 
Moravian  Church,  attended  on  every  alternate  Thursday,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Woolcot,  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  on  every  intermediate 
Wednesday.  These  rev.  gentlemen  who  contribute  their  services  for 
the  spiritual  isolation  and  benefit  of  our  aged  family,  lay  the 
Society  under  great  obligations ;  but  their  highest  satisfaction  must 
be  found  in  having  helped  forward  the  feebly  of  the  flock  in  their  pro- 
gress heavenward. 

Our  faithful  and  long-tried  friend,  the  Auxiliary  to  this  Society, 
has,  as  heretofore,  contributed  to  the  wants  of  the  out-door  pensioners- 
During  the  last  year  they  have  supplied  them  with  294  garments,  19 
sheets,  and  G  pillow-cases.  Their  aid  is  most  appropriate  and  valu- 
able, and  highly  appreciated  by  the  Parent  Society. 

The  Treasurer's  Account,  which  follows,  will  give  a  full  statement 
of  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  year. 

This  Association  thankfully  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  all 
who  have  aided  this  cause  in  any  way — by  time,  influence,  counsel, 
labor,  or  funds.    May  the  Lord  reward  them  tenfold.
